RED FLAG HOISTED IN 
FRANCISCO RIOT. 


AN FRANCISCO, April 


5: riot resulted, late this afternoon, 
from the attempt of a crowd of labor- 
union agitators and Socialists to hold 
an open-air meeting in Newspaper 
Square. The police clubbed the Social- 
ists off the streets, and the men threw 
bricks from a pile in front of the new 
(hronicle building. One police officer 
was badly cut in the neck by a piece 
of brick and several bystanders were 
injured. About a dozen Socialists 
were ~rrested. 

A mass meeting of representatives of 
labor unions was held this after- 
noon to protest against the arrest of 
Moyer and others. Jack London was 
advertised to speak, but failed to ap- 
pear, After the meeting, 3000 Social- 
ists paraded down Market street with 
a band and with red flags and anarch- 
ist banners flying. 

At Lotta’s . Fountain, a 
climbed up on the fountain and ha- 
rangued the crowd. A mob gathered 
that stopped the cars. Then the po- 
lice appeared and yanked the orator 
down. He appealed for help, and the 
mob gathered up bricks and threw at 
the police. 

The patrol wagon arrived, and about 
a dozen of the noisiest agitators were 
thrown in, as well as some who threw 
bricks. 

The mob returned athe the police 
departed and another occurred, 
but finally the crowd dispersed, the 
police clubbing those who resisted.

RED BANNER RAISED. 

At the conclusion of the = speech- 
making, a procession was organized, 
and the participants marched down

streets, a halt was made, and one of 
the paraders, who carried a red ban- 
ner, climbed Lotta’s Fountain and af- 
fixed the emblem to the topmost lamps. 
The banner bore the inscription, ‘‘The 
Constitution be damned. So say the 
corporations.” 

It was decided by the leaders to hold 
an out-of-doors meeting, and A. 
McGinty was selected to address the 
crowd. So great was “the throng, 
however, that he could not make 


himself heard and George 8S. Holmes, a

Purchase at Ventura Reported to Be 
Part of Project for Artisian 


Supply for Los Angeles.

Drimll of 
Oxnard, John Burson of Hueneme, and 
Frank Smith and J. H. Lapham of 
Los Angeles, have just completed the 
purchase of 300 acres of ocean front 
near the town of Hueneme, the land 
lying between the town and the light- 
house on Hucherme point.

The purchasers state that it is their 
idea to sink a number of artesian wells 
on the land and that the water from 
them is to be pumped to a gigantic res- 
ervoir on top of the mountains at 
Chatsworth tunnel, and from this reser- 
voir to be conducted into the city of 
Los Angeles for domestic uses in com- 
petition with the Owens River supply.
